MONGOLIAN INCIDENT 


June 1. 

OF the very singular stories which have 
been published concerning the situation in 
the Far East there can hardly be one more 
astonishing than the Japanese version of the 
‘Mongolian invasion “of Manchoukuo with 
troops and aeroplanes. ‘The boundaries of 
Outer Mongolia run with those of Manchou- 
kuo from west of the Hingan Mountains, 
to Lake Buir and thence almost to. the 
‘Trans-Siberian railway in the neighbourhood 
of Borgia a distance as the crow fics of 
‘approximately 250 miles. About May 20, 
according to Japanese reports, the only ones 
available, there appear to have commenced 
a series ‘of air clashes between Mongolian 
aireraft, of Sovict manufacture, and the air 
forces of the Japanese stationed in western 
Manchoukuo as the result of which it is 
claimed that no fewer than 59 Soviet planes: 
were shot down, with only one Japanese 
machine being disabled. On Sunday last 
these incidents appear to have culminated 
with Outer Mongolian detachments invading. 
Manchoukuo with tanks, artillery, and 
cavalry totalling about 1,300, supported. by’ 
a large number of Sovict-built acroplanes,

SUBMARINE DRAMA 


June 3. 

‘The disaster which befell the U. S. sub- 
marine Squalus a few days ago, has, 
almost been duplicated in the ease of the 
British Navy by the failure of the submarine

Birkenhead six and a half hours after she 
hud made a dive in the course of her accept 
ance trials, According to a statement issued 
by the Admiralty at 11 pan. on Thursday the 
‘Thetis dived in Liverpool Bay at 1.40 p.m, 
and failed to reach the surface at the time 
intended, namely three hours afterwards 
‘There was a crow of five oflccrs and 48. 
ratings on board, together with an officially 
unascertained number of builders and 
technicians, reports bringing the full total of| 
‘men involved in the accident somewhere in 
the neighbourhood of 100. ‘The ‘Thetis, in 
ccordance with naval practice since the toss 
of the Poseidon in Chinese waters in 1931, 
yas filled with two speeially-constructed 
escape hatches, suMiciont sets of Davis sub- 
merged escape apparatus supplying oxygen 
was provided for every member of the crew, 
while it is to be presumed that the ‘Thetis, as 
4s the ease with all other British submarines, 
‘was fitted with two special indicator buoys, 
capable of being released from inside the 
vessel, to rise to the surface showing its 
whereabouts. H.M.S, Brazen was apparently’ 
carly on the spot where the Thetis was last 
reported, und though RAP, patrols were 
active prior to nightfall, there was nothing 
in the Admiralty statement to indicate that 
the whereabouts of the missing submarine 
had beep discovered, while the addition, that

‘as fully equipped with all the necessary’ 
fife-saving devices, and the faet that her 
whereabouts had not been discovered before 
the Admiralty statement was issued gives 
round for fear that the indieator buoys could 
not have been released, though it must be 
remembered that these would be somewhat 
dificult to see from the aeroplanes on patrol, 
while the ‘Thetis may have travelled quite 
some distance from the point where she 
dived, before misfortune befell her. 

Anxiety was naturally felt over the official 
fear that the submarine, while under water, 
may have struck some submerged object 
which may have’ had the effect of putting: 
the electrical gear of the vessel out of com= 
mission, At the time of writing this had 
not been confirmed one way or the other, 
and the fact that she had not been found 
Jast night seems to suggest elther that her 
marking buoys had not been released, or 



























































that the vessel had covered rather more 
ground after diving thin had been anti- 
cipated. Perturbation was increased by the 
reports that there had been several wrecks 
in the vicinity of the spot where the Thetis 
dived, for, had she struck a serious obstacle 
it is quite apparent that she might have been 
reduced to a state in which escape from the 
vessel would have been well-nigh impossible. 
‘With an air supply on board capable of sup- 
plying the needs of a vastly-inereased per- 
sonnel for only 36 hours there was the 
danger that, unless the vessel were quickly 
found, and rescued from the deep, the whole 
of the people on board would have been in 
peril of their lives, or at the very most de- 
pendent upon the escape apparatus which 
might, in the event of the electrical gear be- 
ing. uscless, have proved inoperable. The 
news which has come to hand that the Thetis| 
is safe, and that some men have already 
been rescued from her is the most welcome 
information that has come concerning what 
might have been a most depressing business. 
‘The knowledge according to a report received. 
that all on board are alive will be received 
with the greatest possible satisfaction in a 
port such as Shanghai where the drama of 
the Poseidon is still so poignant a memory, 
and there will be a sigh of reliof that, by 
the goodness of that Providence which 
shapes men’s ends, these men who have been | 
in the direst peril, have been vouchsafed 
further years to be’of service to their coun- 
try andthe ideals for which it stands. 

It is a portion of the price which any nation 
has to pay for preparedness against war, 
that lives have to be sacrificed in times of 
peace, In the air and beneath the sea the 
risks are in peacetime the greatest, and, 
‘though in both media huge strides have been 
made towards securing safety, human error, 
the danger of experimental’ periods must 
always demand a certain amount of life 
without which progress cannot be made. 
‘Thus while a great deal of knowledge has 
been acquired by the process of sheer ueason, 
there is always a time when discovery, 
‘especially in the direction of improvement,—| 
has to proceed by means of empiric test, a 
time when dangor‘is the greatest, On land and 
the surface of the sea the risks which have 
to be run in normal times are not so great, 
and nothing but admiration ean be felt for 
the men who daily take their lives in their 
hands in order that they may prepare them- 
selves adequately to defend thelr fellows in 
times of war. ‘The history of the Bri 
sailor in times of such adversity is 
something of which the Empire may 
well be proud. The story of the cour 
ageous behaviour of the men of the Poseidon 
is an epic, that of the crew of the U.S.S. 
Squalus no less a one, and it may be that 
‘until rescue came displays of equal fortitude 
were to bé seen in the Thetis. Of this the 
world can be certain, that if the worst had 
to befall these men, they would meet it with 
that hardihood and enduranee for which the 
men of the British navy have been famous 
throughout its long history. They were for- 
tunate enough to escape from their predica~ 
ment and there will be devout gratitude that | 
such proved to be the ease. But which- 
ever way things might have turned out, 
It has to be remembered that as matters are 
in the world at present such misfortunes are 
to some extent unavoidable. Thoy would be 
complotely avoidable if the nations were not 
practically at cach others’ throats, and if 
wiser counsels could prevail to do away with 
this instrument of war. ‘That does not seem 
possible, and while these dramas of peace 
pale against these of war, they aye neverthe- 
Jess dramas of which the world would gladly 
be rid. 

















A TRAGIC OUTCOME 
dune 5. 


‘The dismay which was felt in Great Britain| 
when it was learned that all hope for those| 
remaining in the sunken submarine Thetis! 
hhad been abandoned was duplicated here on| 
Saturday morning when the news reached 
‘Shanghai. ‘The despatches, which had been. 
received until late the previous night, were 
more than optimistic, suggesting that there 
was every reason to expect that the whole of 
the erew, and experts in the vessel for the 
purpose ‘of carrying out acceptance tests 
would be saved, and indeed the tone 
of the cables was such that that happy 
issue was taken almost for granted. Those| 
hopes were dashed to the ground and Great| 
Britain and the world were to witness one of| 
the largest, if not the largest tragedy in the| 
history of submarine navigation. “The whole| 
affair has already given rise to a great deal 
Of criticism, much of it probably ill-founded. 
and arising ‘out of the natural sorrow for the 
deceased and their dependents, or based upon 
‘those imperfect reports which are inevitable in| 
such time of stress and agitation. For the 
time being it would be as well to suspend judg- 

ment until the fullest possible investigation has 
been made. No efforts should be spared to 
raise the sunken vessel, and take her to dock | 
when it may be possible to discover how the 
accident happened, and why 97 men im- 
prisonéd in it were unable to follow the ex-_ 
ample of the four fortunate survivors who 
were lucky enough to effect their eseape 
before something happened which denied the| 
same to their fellows.

cumbed, even before, it is suggested, the time 
for the expiry of the air supply ‘available 
came round. “It is reported that some of the 
survivors stated that at the time they left the 
vessel some of the older men were already 
groggy, and, if this indeed proves to be the 
case, investigation as to the cause and 
methods of averting similar occurrences in the 
future must necessarily follow. 

‘There seems to be every prospect that this 
will be the ease, for the latest messages report | 
that hawsers Rave now been passed under 
the unfortunate vessel, and that, after a 
number of other preliminaries have been 
carried out, attempts will be made to raise 
her and tow her into shallower water, where 
‘it will be possible to refloat her and get her 
into dock. ‘The present temper of public’ 
opinion in Great Britain suggests that it will 
not be satisfied until that has been done, and 
the most thorough investigation cagried out 
to ascertain the cause of it all. With the 
number of such vessels which the British 
Navy has, and which are operating success- 
fully and’ with, fortunately, a minimum of 
accidents, the public will want to know if 
there were any experimental features in the 
vessel which increased the risk of the men 
aboard, whether there was any carelessness, 
or oversight by those in control of it, or 
whether it was just one of those accidents 
against which human ingenuity and care 
could not have provided. ‘There have been 
suggestions that previously during the course 
of her trials the Thetis did not always behave 
satisfactorily, but it may be assumed with 
Justice that ‘those in control of the vessel, 
‘as well as the experts aboard her, were rea 
sonably satisfied of the fitness of the craft 
to undergo the tests through which she was 
to be put. Men realizing the risks they were 
running would not lightly embark upon such 
manoeuvres if they were not certain, so far as 
humanity ever can be sure, that ‘the sub- 
marine was in a fit condition to mect all the 
demands which were to be made upon her, 
and what has to be discovered now is whether 
the accident was due to faulty design, neglig- 
ence on the part of those operating the’ 
vessel, or merely one of those acls of God 
against which no precautions can prevail, 
‘Many will ask what happened in the escape 
hutehes which prevented the others reach- 
ing safety in the same manner as the 
lucky four, and none of these questions can 
be satisfactorily answered until the vessel 
hhas been raised and subjected to that expert 
scrutiny which should enable the true facts: 
to be ascertained. 

Mishaps such as these are far (00 exper 
sive. ‘There is not only the loss of the crew 
to be considered, and the suffering caused to 
their families, but there is the loss of a num- 
ber of experts who will be by no means easy 
to replace. ‘Their combined experience was. 
@ valuable asset to the science of building. 
submarines, and submarine navigation in. 
general, and much of it may take years to 
replace. Obviously the loss of ‘ipproximate- 
ly sixty men whose combined knowledge was| 
necessary to judge the qualities of the new 
vessel is one which any technical service can 
{il afford to have inflicted upon it. It is. 
some consolation, though at the present very 
small, that occurrences of this nature, proper= 
ly handled and considered, add greatly to 
the knowledge of the science of undersea 
rhvigation. Thus the Poseldon disaster 
taught that it was possible to escape from a 
submerited vessel, and led to all the submar= 
ines in the British navy being equipped with 
the necessary apparatus. The oxperience 
gained by the American Navy in the manner 
in which so many of the crew of the Squalus| 
were rescued, may in itself be a valuable’ 
contribution to the ensuring of greater safety 
for submarine crews, and it may very well 
be that these men, who have met. their 
deaths in Liverpool Bay, have by their sacr 
fice in the course of duty made rich con- 
tributions to the same end. It is to be hoped 
that this is the case, for nothing is more re- 
pugnant to humanity than that life should 
be wasted usclessly. But it must always be 
remembered that these men have died for 
their country just as truly as if they had made 
the supreme sacrifice in the heat .of battle, 
for, to change a quotation, peace hath her| 
sacriflees no less senowned than war. It can 
be accepted without hesitation that the de- 
pendents of those who have perished will be 
cared for both through governmental action 
and the public itself. That has always been 
the ease in the past, and if a public fund is] 
started in Britain there can be no doubt that 
it will be readily subseribed to. 





























A CORRECTION 
June 6 
It is unfortunate that the occurrence of the| 
submarine disaster in Liverpool Bay did not! 
permit of this journal dealing with the situa-| 
tion created by the statement made at last 
Friday's Press conference to the effect that 
Mr. ‘T. Kawai’s remarks in Tokyo on 
the subject of Chinese sovereignty and the| 
International Settlement had been misreport- 
ed, and that a leading article appearing in this: 
column on May 30 had consequently been | 
‘based upon false premises. It is, perhaps, 
aS well that the history of the affair should 
be recalled. On Wednesday, May 24, Mr. 
Kawai, who is the oficial spokesman of the| 
‘Tokyo Foreign Office, in the course of a state-| 











ment made to Japanese newspapermen is 
alleged to have made pronouncements which 
‘were published in the “Asahi.” From that 
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newspaper they were translated and publish 
ed in the “Japan Advertiser,” which Reuter 
quoted in carrying an account of the state 
ment in its normal service. Let it be made 
quite clear that comparison between Reuter's 
abbreviated message and the account which 
appeared in the “Japan Advertiser” shows 
quite clearly that the agency did in fact 
adequately convey what had appeared in 
that newspaper. This journal in its issue 
of May 30 duly commented upon what, if Mr. 
Kawai had been correctly reported, was a 
most important and startling announcement. 
He is reported to have stated :— 

Japan is just now taking action’ in China 
with its national destiny at stake under con- 
ditions tantamount to war. ‘The object of 
these actions is to place the sovereignty of 
China ‘under the control of Japan. In. the 
Tight of this elreumstance Japan should be 
regarded as placing the entire territory of 
China under ‘Japanese control. 

On May 29, however, Mr. Kawai, according 
to the "Japan Times,” the closeness of whose 
relations with the Japanese Government is 
well known, reported Mr. Kawai had been 
incorrectly reported, the gist of what he 
actually said being, according to that journal, 
as follows :— 

Mr. Kawal’s alleged statement was made in 
connection with the international settlements 
in China. 

So long os the hostilities continue, it. is 
natural that the Chinese territories oceupied 
by the Japanese should be under military 
control, Mr. Kawai sald, He reiterated that 
Chinese soverelznty has been suspended but 
Rot lost in the international settlements, The 
adjustment between the use of military force 
fon the part of Japan and the judicial ad- 
ministration by the foreign Powers in the 
international settlements is. delicate matter, 
‘but Japan has the right to resort to foree in 
uprooting. military activities of the enemy 
in the foreign concessions, Mr. Kawat said.

The point at issue is raised by the use of 
the phrase in the first of the two corrections: 
to the effect that “Chinese sovereignty has 
been suspended but not lost in the interna 
tional sottlements,” and in the second of the 
use of the expression “temporarily limited or 
suspended there,” meaning "a scttlement or 
concession.” Had cither of those two cor~ 
rections been available on May 29 when the 
editorial comment of May 30 was written, 
it would have made very Little difference to 
the sentiments then expressed, for the article 
in question dealt with the gradual develop= 
ment of the Japanese policy towards China, 
which, on the facts, clearly aims at subjuga- 
tion and exploitation of the country. In 
making a choice between words and actions 
any commentator who depended wholly’ on 
the former to the exclusion of the latter 
would very soon find himself at sca. If it 
is conceded, which it is not, that the tem- 
porary suspension of a country's sovereignty 
can be possible where no war exists, and the 
hostilities have been described as being 
against a party and not the nation, it cannot 
even then be accepted that the international 
settlements and foreign concessions pass 
under the temporary sovereignty of the in= 
vading Power, This view is strengthened 
by the fact that during the Sino-Japanese 
War the neutrality of Shanghai was re~ 
cognized both by Japan and China, 

It is obvious that if the Japanese conten~ 
tion could be accepted, it would mean that 
the foreign areas of Shanghai would depart 
from their juridical neutrality and would to 
‘all intents’ and purposes become just as 
much enemy territory, so far as the Chinese 
Government is concerned, as those portions 
‘of China which have passed into the posses- 
sion of the Japanese armies. It is clear, 
therefore, that permanent or temporary al- 
teration of the status of the various foreign 
faveas in China, especially any change which 
‘would recognize the Japanese assumption of 
a sovereignty, which they claim is suspended 
but not lost, would amount to a complete 
breach of neutrality and the breakdown of 
the whole system upon which those foreign 
areas are founded. But the point has to be 
‘made that up to the present what has been 
declared regarding the Japanese policy to- 
‘wards the various foreign’ areas has failed 
to Include this degree of temporariness which 
is emphasized in the two versions of the 
correction of the original report of Mr. 
Kauwai's statement. Indeed it may be stated 
‘without equivocation that the Japanese de- 
mands so far as they have been made public, 
certainly so far as the International Settle

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Violations of French Flag 


Alleged Instances Quoted in Note to Local 
Embassy Offices ; Right to Action Reserved 


Shanghai, June 1 





REQUEST for the adoption by the French authorities of 

effective and appropriate measures to prevent the abuse and 
the utilization of the French flag and of French property by the 
Chinese armed forces, both ‘regular and irregular, was made on 
‘May 30 by the Japanese authorities here to their French colleagues. 

‘This demarche was prompted by the ascertainment by the 
‘Japanese naval authorities in the field of cases where Chinese 
troops engaged in military operations against their forces at Chefoo 
and at Wuchengehen did so under the protection of the French 
izing the flag for tactical purposes. 


It should be recalled in this con 
nection that on October 25, 1988, the 
Japanese authorities drew the aiten- 
tion of the French authorities to the 
fact that on October 28, 1038, a 
Japanese naval aeroplane’ had been 
‘subjected ‘to fire ata point above 
Hankow trom a. vessel carrying Chie 
nese troops which was in tow of 
ship flying the French flag. 

‘At that time, the Japanese authori~ 
ties announced that, in the. future, 
any vessel flying the French flog 
transporting Chinese combatants of 
attacking the Japanese forces, would 
Ee subject to Japanese attack, The 
responsibility for the consequences of 
stich action could not be botne by 
the Japanese Government, 

Simultancously, a request was made 
to the French authorities to take 
effective and “appropriate measures 
{o prohibit the abuse of the French 
fag by the Chinese military forces. 


Warning Against Ropetith 

In a communieation to Capt, Harad: 
senior Japanese naval commanding. 
‘officer ‘in’ Shanghai at. that time, 
‘ated November 2, 1988, Viee-Admiral 
Le Bigot, Commander-in-Chiet of the 
French naval forces in the Far East, 
stated that the incident referred 10 
constituted a case of abuse of the 
Fiench flag by the Chinese. A. warn= 
ing against "the “repetition of such 
action’ by the Chinese, “he stated, 
would be served by the French Em- 
assy upon the interested Chinese 
officials, 

In his reply to Viee-Admiral_ Le 
Bigot_on November §, 1999, Capt. 
Harada drew attention to other eases 
‘of misuse of the French flag. at. Yo- 
‘chow, Hupeh, on October 31, 1938, 
and at Shihta}, 120 km, south-south- 
‘west of Wuhu, in Anhwel, on Novem- 
ber 1, 1038, 

At Gheloo, however, trom March 
22 to March 39, 1990, a Japanese na 
Tinding party captured nine: Chinese 
‘guerillas’ of ‘a band commanded by 
‘one Chang Kien, ‘Three out of these 
were ascertained to be connected 
with the French Catholic Church 
there, while black powder, being 
transported from the church, was 
seized. 

‘Then, in the attack by Japanese 
naval forees on Wuchengchen, Kiang- 
sl, during the period of March 19 10 
2, a large French flay was geen fying 
from a church in the central part of 
the town, whieh was heavily fortified. 

‘When a Japanese naval Innding 
party, however, at 1. pan. on March 
24 oceupied the northern salient of 
Wuchengchen, the fla was seen 
Towered from’ the church, simultane- 
ously with the withdrawal of the 
Chinese troops. 


Chinese ‘Troop Billets 

During mopping-up operations ear 
ried out in Wuchengehen on the fol- 
owing day, a large number of pill- 
boxes. and trenches were. found in 
the immediate vieinity of the church, 
while there was indisputable evidence 
that all houses in the vieinity. of the 
chureh had been used as billets by 
the Chinese troops.

‘The Japanese authorities, in con- 
sideration of the French assurances 
‘uring .the negotiations of October 
and November last year, have re- 
spected the French flag in spite of 
humerous disadvantages and dificul- 
lies in the execution of thelr opera- 
tions, 

Tn the future, should eases of a 

ature occur, the Japanese 
authorities might be’ compelled to 
‘measures they deem necessary. 
wrdless of the presence of the 
Fiench flag. ‘The Japanese authorities 
will not assume responsibility for 
the consequence of such action.

Solemn Ordination 


Ceremony June 7 


Shanghai, June 3. 
A solemn tribute to the unity and 
universality of the Catholic Church 
will be paid at the Zikawei Cath 
ral on June 7 when 25 priests wi 
ve ordained in a solemn eeremor 
handed down substantially the same 
from Apostolic times. Of the 25, four- 
teen are Jesuits. Seven nationali- 
ties are represented. as five of the 
new priests. are Spaniards, » three 
French, two "Americans, onc Aus~ 
trian, one Belgian, one Canadian and 
fone Chinese. Eleven are. of the 
Chinese clergy, two from the Mis- 
of Shanghol, four from Nat 
‘king, five from Haimen. 

‘The ordinations take place during 
Mass. ‘Those to be ordained stand 
in the sanctuary in white alb- and 
cineture, with i stole crossed from 
their left shoulders and fastened under 
their right arms.—symbols of the 
orders they have so far received. 















Before the reading of the Gospel, 
the arch-deacon commands those 
who are to be ordained to step for- 





ward. ‘Their names are read out by 
4 nolary, and each one replies. in 
Latin “Adsum." “C'Present,") when 
nis name. is. eatled,

Sm—Some time Inst year the 
Shanghai Power Company’ petitioned 
‘the Shanghai Municipal Couneil for 
permission to impose 'a surcharge on 
fo their. bills to consumers, which 
was duly sanctioned. In due course 
the Company issued a statement to 
the public announeing the Aner 
‘ond In which a mass of fgures and 
other vital details were submitted and 
the fundamental "reason as. given 
appeared to be the high cost of im= 
ported coal which the Company 
Management sald they were foreed 
to pay in future in consequence of 
the stoppage or serious curtailment 
of supply from the Kailan Mining 
‘Administration due to the war, ele, 
However, the emergency period’ call: 
ing for the turcharge is’ no longer 
prevailing, inasmuch as the Company 
is again using almost entirely 1GM.A. 
coal and has been doing s0 for some 
time. Investigation | by the writer 
revealed the fact. that only for a 
short period did the Shanghai Power 
Co. import a comparatively small 
‘quantity of coal from India, Africa 
‘and elsewhere, while most’ of the 
time ‘sinee the inauguration of the 
surcharge they have been using 
Kallan ‘coal to the extent of 40 to 
50 thousand tons a month, and this 
quantity. is apparently being main= 
tained judging by the weekly ship- 
ments from ‘Chinwangtao destined 
for the Power Co,, which consumes 
approximately 1,500 tons a day. 

‘The above being facts, which can 
be easily verified by you, Sir, it is 
high ‘time ‘that the surcharge should 
bbe discontinued forthwith, especially 
$0 in view of the huge’ profit the 
Power Co. made in 1038 asp 
balance sheet published recently.

‘The plaintift is 
the well-known American company 
which for years has manufactured, 
marketed, and extensively advertised 
jn the United States the familiar soft 
drink “known as" Coco-Cola, For 
soveral years plaintiff has marketed 
‘and advertised Coco-Cola in the Re- 
public of China, The registration of 
‘the faneiful, compounded word "Coca 
Cola” as a trademark was had in the 
United States in 1803, with re-regis 
tration in'1005. in China the trade- 
marke was registered with the Trade- 
‘mark Bureau of the Republic of China. 
in 1925 and in Chinese characters in 
1932, ‘The defendant is a China Trade 
‘Act corporation which owns and 
carries on a business in Shanghai 
Kenown as’ the Eddie Acrated Water 
Company. ‘The defendant is market 
ing In China under the name of 
"Bddie-Kola” a soft drink of the same 
general colour and appearance as 
Coca-Cola in metal eapped bottles of 
about the same sizo and of somewhat

Efforts to untangle an exceedingly 
complicated situation were made yes- 
terday in the United States Court for 
China during the course of a hearing: 
before Judge M. J. Helmick in the 
case of Mr. A. A. Avshalomoff vs. 
Mrs. Esther Mogidson Avshalomoft. 
‘The plaintiff, who is a Chinese sub- 
ect, “is seeking a declaratory judg- 
ment from the US. Court to estab- 
lish his status and confirm a Chinese 
divorce as the result of 1 disinelina- 
tion on the part of the American 
passport bureau to grant a visa to 
himself and his second wife on the 
grounds of “doubtful morality" aris- 
‘ing from the fact that his first wife, 
‘an Ametican, has challenged "the 

ty of his divorce, 

‘The passport bureau had based its 
action, or rather its lack of action, 
upon a notification received from the 
first Mrs. Avshalomoff stating that 
the plaintif's divorce in the Chinese 
‘court was not valid, and that, there- 
fore, Mr. Avshalomoft was a bigamist. 

According to evidence heard in 
court, Mr. Avshalomoff married an 
American” woman in the United 
Stales in 1917. According to laws 
then in force, Mrs. Avshalomoft be- 
came a subject of the former Rus- 
sian Imperial government, losing at 
the same time her American eitizen- 
ship. ‘The couple later eame to China 
‘and took up residence in North China. 
Meanwhile, two events took place 
which had an important bearing on 
the status of the plaintiff and his 
‘wife. The Russian revolution left 
Avshalomof and his wife without a 
country, and laws were passed in 
122 by the United States Govern- 
ment providing that citizens of the 
United States did not lose their pass 
ports by marrying individuals of an- 
‘other nationality. These laws, how- 
lever, did not immediately affect Mrs. 
Avshalomoff as she had married pre- 
tious to their adoption. 

‘The plaintifY and his wife lived 
together until 1930, at whieh time 
they took up different domieites, and 
jafter that time rarely communicated 




























































with oue ansther. According to the

Bkki Yoko, sued the American firm 
for 13.915 ‘yen as compensation for 
several baies of rayon. yarn which 


‘were stolen’ from the defendant's 
kodown, 1962 Yangtszepoo Road, on 
‘the morning of February 17, 1938. Mr. 
3. B. Davies of Allman, Davies and 
‘Kops, attorney for the plaintiff, con- 
fended that the robbery was due to 
negligence on the part of the Ameri« 
ean firm and that responsibility for 
subsequent loss was therefore theirs. 

Mr, H. D. Rodger, of Rodger and 
Weiner, attorneys for the defence, 
told the court that due to 
state of hostilities existing in 
‘Shanghai territory at the time of the 
robbery: the responsibility for looting 
fas a result of these hostilities was 
not the defendant's. Mr. Rodger also 
stated that defendant had not been 
quilly of any negligence which made 
the robbery possible. 

‘The first witness called was Mr. 
Masutai Ito who stated that he had 
stored 40° bales of rayon yarn, 
valued on the invoice at "7360 
yen. inthe defendants’ bonded 
godown No, 11 where it remained 
until May 31, 1937, when it was re- 
moved to godown 11 which was locat- 
Jed on the same premises.

MeCahey, who was 
stationed at the Yangtszeepeo police 
station, was first notified at about 4 
pan, on February 16 that locks on 
bynded godown No. 11 and godown

made with the Chinese watchmen on

. February 17, notifying the police 
that a large number ‘of men were 
looting the godowns. “By the time 
the police had arrived on tho scene 
with'a Japanese escort, however, the 
robbers had escaped in barges with 
8 considerable amount of loot. 

‘Asa return of the thieves was ¢ 
pected; a police guard of two British, 
"wo Japanese and four British Indians. 
‘were stationed at the godowns on 
the night of February 17. On the 
following morning at 130 am. a 
member of the guard turned in a 
call in which he stated that 70 men, 
who had drawn up to the wharf in 
three large lighters, were attempting 
to enter the godowns, Meanwhile 
the guard challenged the robbers and 
then opened fire. Three robbers were 
kailed and a number injured. -Mem- 
bers of a Japanese Naval Landing 
station which was a few yards away 
fided the police officers, and about 
‘86 men were eventually tried and 
convicted in the District Court as a 
result of this affray. 

In answer to Mr. Rodger’s questions 
sae witness stated that he had never: 
known of a robbery involving, such 
a number of men being committed in 

‘aanghai before, ‘The witness also 
stated that he did not believe that 
‘nagligence on the part of the godown 
‘owners was involved in such a case 
and with referenee to the fact that 
the two Chinese watchmen employed 
by the defendants had. not patrolled 
the wharf, said that at this time it 
would have been dangerous for them 
to do so because of the proximity 
‘of Japanese soldiers. ‘The witness, 
when examined by Mr, Davies, told 
the court that after the robberies 
iad occurred the defendant had in- 
creased their staff of two Chinese 
watchmen by adding four Russians. 

‘Upon the conclusion of testimony 
by three employees of the defendant, 
Mr. Davies, in summarizing argu- 
ments for the plaintiff, told the court | 
that the plaintiff was’ guilly of neg- 
Yigenee in not retaining a sufficient 
‘umber of guards and that since there 
tod been nto fighting taking place in 
the Yangtzepoo area for some time 
the term “hostilities” could not pro- 
petly be applied to the conditions 

vxisting at the time of the robbery. 
‘Therefore, according to the plait 
the defendant was responsible for 
goods stored in their godown, 

In reply, Mr. Rodger stated that 
the term “hostilities” -as he under- 
stood it must certainly apply in such 
a case and that, therefore, according, 
{o conditions contained in the yodown 
‘warrant, the defendant was released 
from ali, responsibility. "Mr. Rodger 
also’ said in connection with the. 
‘accusation of negligence made by 
the plaintifr that he felt it had been

WAR DEBTS TO U.S. 
By Snirmisoxtay 


‘The war debt problem is a hardy growth 
which blossoms on the front pages of the 
American press with great regularity twice 
fa year, each mid-June and mid-December. 
‘The monotony of its flowering is relicved, 
however, by slight changes which occur from| 
time to ‘time. Last year the proposal from| 
the Hungarian Government gave a new twist 
to war debt discussions, while this year a 
proposal from the Rumanian Government has 
had the same effect, 

‘The Hungarian debt proposal made a year’ 
‘ago was, briefly, to pay off in full the pri 
ciple of ‘the debt, to Weat it in other words 
asa transaction between two friends rather 
than between two businessmen. The offer’ 
aroused great interest because the Hungar- 
ian debt had been settled on the same terms 
as the British debt, and if Congress accepted 
the Hungarian suggestion a precedent would 
have been established, Of even greater in- 
terest was the fact that the Austrian debt 
(Austria was then an independent country) 
had been settled on the terms now suggested 
by the Hungarian Government, It was mo 
over not a war debt, but a post-war relief 
debt consisting of credits for wheat and 
flour then hanging over the American market. 
Everything was in favour of acceptance, 30| 
it appeared. The State Department ‘ex- 
amined the proposal (some suspected that! 
they had played an even greater part), the] 
‘Treasury examined it, the President examin- 
cd it and sent it to Congress—which prompt- 
Jy thrust it in the pigcon-hole where it has 
remained ever since, despite the President's} 
suggestion that it should receive “the most] 
careful consideration. 

Obviously if the debt problem was to be: 
settled some different approach would have’ 
to be made, When the Rumanian Govern 
ment opened the question they made no eon= 
erete offer, but expressed thelr readiness 1o| 
talk the matter over. ‘The Rumanian Minis- 
ter requested the Secretary of State “to make 
the necessary arrangements for me to appear 
before the appropriate authority qualified to| 
either accept or reject the proposals.” In 
other words he suggested that it was uscless 
to discuss the matter with the State Depart- 
ment through ordinary diplomatic channels, 
because they could only transmit the sug 
yestion to Congress, which might then (as) 
they had done in the case of Hungary) forget} 
the whole matter. 

"The obvious course was to revive the 
World War Foreign Debt Commission which 
had been formed after the United States Ad~ 
ministyation had rejected the British pro- 
posal to wipe the slate clean and forget the| 
whole complicated matter of international 
indebtedness. ‘The various debtor countries 
could then, through their representatives, 
discuss the’ debt problem with accredited 
spokesmen for Congress, and there would be 
some assurance that what they recommended 
would be accepted by their colleagues. 

But Congress had another plan in mind. 
‘two “back-bench" members introduced a 
resolution to the effect that a certain William 
GriMin, publisher of a Sunday paper of limit. 
ed ciréulation known as the “New York En- 
quirer,” should be sent to Europe as American 
War Debt Envoy. Nobody at first took the 
resolution seriously. ‘They regarded it as a 
smart advertising wick which two of Mr. 
Grimin’s friends had agreed to carry out from 
A sense of personal “friendship. But then 
Congressmen began to take the resolution 
seriously, Six Senators, three of them on 
the Foreign Relations Committee, spoke in 
favour of the proposal. 

‘The Speaker of the Housc, Mr. William 
Bankhead endorsed it. So did the acting 
chairman of the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, Mr. Sol Bloom. ‘The Republican 
minority leader, Mr. Joseph Martin, added’ 
his name, If Mr, Griffin were sent to Burope, 
he declared, it would be a “definite peace 
move since for years these debtor nations’ 
have used the money they owe the American 
taxpayer to purchase more and more muni- 
tion. 









































Mr. William Griffin's chief qualifications| 
for the tase seem to be his violent xenopho- 
bia. He is a “professional” Irishman, whose 
polities are very like those of Mr. ‘Hearst. 
His knowledge of the debt problem appears: 
to consist in a firm belief that the money’ 
should be paid up in full. He apparently 
to judge by his writings, would accept pay- 
ment in other forms than gold or dollar ex- 
change, but he would, permit no decrease in 
the amounts already ‘negotiated. He would 
not be an envoy to discuss revision but a 
bailif’s man, 

‘Mr, Griffin will probably never be sent on 
his strange mission, but the fact that so many’ 
Congressmen scem disposed to take him 
seriously indicates their general attitude to- 
wards the debt question, ‘They realize that 
the debts will never be paid at the old figure, 
‘and that every year that passes, since it adds 
to the total sum defaulted, makes the pos- 
sibility even more remote. "But nevertheless 
they are determined not to reduce the totals! 
to payable proportions. ‘They prefer to have 
the debts in default, because they can then 
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always present them as an object lesson to 
the American public of what happens if the 
United States enters a war. 

American politicians and publicists are not 
deterred by any feclings of delicacy when 
they discuss the debt question. ‘They do not 
curb their tongues because they fear they 
may offend the British public. If British 











outspoken ss might be beter today. 
Nineteen American states are at the moment 
in default of bonds held in large part by 
British citizens. It is hard to find out actual 
figures of the totals, since no State likes to 
advertise its record’ as a defaulter. It has 
even been forgotten that the number of de- 
faulting States was so numerous. Some 
‘Americans seem to imagine the deb's were 
contracted by Southern States during the’ 
Civil War, and ought naturally to be ignored 

the money was aid given to rebels. 
Much money was lost in the Civil War, but 
‘even more was lost before and after. Other’ 
Americans claim that every investor knew 
the risks and he and his heir’s should not 
squeal if they suffer a loss. But the States: 
sent agents to drum up funds and placed 
the State guarantee squarely behind the 
issues. 











Under the cleventh amendment to the 
Constitution no State can be sued by a for- 
jigner. ‘The foreigner can only deal with 
the Federal Government, which therefore has 
a certain moral responsibility in the matter. 
In any case the quibble that the Federal 
Government cannot be approached on the 
question of a State debt beeause the States 
have a sovercign right to contract a debt, 
coupled with the rule that the States can only 
be dealt with through the Federal Govern- 
‘ment, cannot be taken as a sound argument. 

But even accepting these arguments at their 
face value, the history of the defaulted State 
debts docs, at least, show that even the 
citizens of a country’ which holds such rigid 
views on the sanctity of monetary contracts 
have been compelled by circumstances to’ 
break those contracts. It should make them 
a little less confident when they assume a 
high moral tone towards European debtors ; 
and it undoubtedly would do were they to 
be reminded of it a little more often. 

When several English newspapers used the 
term Shylock to deseribe the American at- 
titude that the United States must be paid its 
debts whatever the result of such payment 
might be upon the world’s economic system, 
there was a loud outery. A more tactful way 
of conveying the same idea would have been 
to praise the British attitude rather than 
condemn the American, to have recalled at 
every opportunity that, Britain was ready 
‘after the war to give up any reparations pay- 
ments due to her and cance! all debts owed 
hor by her allies in the interests of world 
stability. 

It would also have been advantageous to 
recall that Britain, like the United States, 
was a net creditor and that the sums owed 
her by other nations were three times as 
reat ax the amount she owed America, but 
that she had had the common interests of the 











world at large in mind, and had agreed to! 


accept from her debtors and Germany only 
sufficient to meet America’s demands, in the 
constant hope that the American Government 
‘would in time accept her point of view. 

‘These ideas were admirably expressed in 
the Balfour note, but were then permitted to| 
be forgotten, presumably on the assumption 
that it was rather undignified to dwell upon 
one’s virtues too obviously, and that in any 
ease’ American public opinion might have 
been offended. If a different poliey had 
been adopted the high moral tone adopted 
by crities of the debt defaulting countries 
would today have a hollow sound. 


‘The complicated question of transferring 
the necessary funds to pay the war debts has 
been debated at length, but it is not a topic 
which the general public understands, and 
however strong a case is made out for re- 
vision on such grounds the effect on public 
‘opinion has been negligible. The Rumanian 
Government brought forward the suggestion 
that trade and debts were connected, which 
was obviously a step in the right direction. 
If Congress is made to find arguments why 
the two are not connected, then they may 
become convinced that they are. 

But looking upon the'question as a whole 
the prospects of any general settlement of 
the debt problem appear remote. ‘The views 
of Amerirans, '%:h in Congress and outside, 
have become oss fied. Foreign countries are 
regarded as being by definition countries 
which default, and if they so far forget their 
natural inclinations as to suggest modified 
payment then they are obviously doing so| 
for some ulterior motive, such as to drag 
America into another war, and all such offers 
should be rejected.
